The total net decrease in the area under corn and green crops 
and flax in Ireland in 1907 as compared 
Tillage Area. with 1906, amounted to 40,598 acres, or 1'7 
per cent, of the total area under these crops. 
This decrease took place chiefly in Ulster — the province which 
has the largest tillage area — and in Connaught — the province 
having the smallest tillage area. The decrease in Ulster 
amounted to 25,183 acres, or 2’6 per cent, of the area under corn 
and green crops and flax in that province ; the decrease in 
Connaught to 11,193 acres, or 3'9 per cent. In Leinster and in 
Munster the net change in crops was small, In Leinster there 
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was an increase of 140 acres in com crops and a decrease of 2,643 
acres in green crops and flax, giving a net decrease of 2,503 acres 
in corn and green crops and flax. In Munster there was an 
increase of 2,373 acres in corn crops and a decrease of 4,502 
acres in green crops and flax, giving a net decrease of 1,719 
acres. The area under flax in Ulster showed an increase of 
4,428 acres. 

Corn Crops. 

The area of corn crops in 1907 amounted to 1,294,991 acres, 
there being in Leinster, 376,430 acres ; in Munster, 262,043 acres ; 
in Ulster, 533,832 acres ; and in Connaught, 122,686 acres. 

Wheat . — The area of wheat amounted to 38,143 acres, a 
decrease of 5,737 acres on the area of 1906. There was a 
decrease in the area of this crop in all four Provinces, amounting 
in Leinster to 157 acres, in Munster to 1,479 acres, in Ulster to 
2,788 acres, and in Connaught to 1,31.'! acres. 

Oats . — The area of oats amounted to 1,075,390 acres, a de- 
crease of 920 acres on the area in 1906. There was an increase 
in the area of this crop amounting in Leinster to 5,160 acres, 
and in Munster to 5,991 acres, while there was a decrease in 
Lister of 10,712 acres, and in Connaught of 1,359 acres. 

Barley and Bere . — The area of barley amounted to 170,246 
acres, a decrease of 6,189 acres as compared with the area in 
1906. There was a decrease in the area of this crop, amounting 
in Leinster to 5,156 acres, in Munster to 1,492 acres, and in 
Connaught to 373 acres, while in Ulster there was an increase 
of 832 acres. The area under bere was returned in 1907 as 185 
acres as compared with 109 acres in 1906. 

Rye . — The area under rye amounted in 1907 to 8,868, a 
decrease of 1,475 acres on 1906. 

Beans and Pease . — -Beans decreased by 126 acres. The area of 
pease increased by 19 acres.

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Green Urops. 

The total area of green crops in 1907 amounted to 1,002,980 
acres, there being in Leinster, 246,089 acres ; in Munster, 252,433 
acres; in Ulster, 350,675 acres; and in Connaught, 153,783 
acres. 

Potatoes . — The area of potatoes amounted to 590,998 acres, a 
decrease of 25,109 acres compared with the year 1906. There 
was a decrease of 3,483 acres in Leinster, of 2,920 acres in Mun- 
ster, of 12,994 acres in Ulster, and of 5,712 acres in Connaught. 

Turnips . — The area of turnips amounted to 275,092 acres, a 
decrease of 3,275 acre3 compared with the year 1906. There 
was a decrease of 18 acres in Leinster, and of 646 acres in 
Munster, of 2,531 acres in Ulster, and of 80 acres in Connaught. 

Mangels . — The area of mangels amounted to 67,100 acres, a 
decrease of 100 acres compared with the year 1906. There was 
an increase of 259 acres in Leinster, of 256 acres in Munster, of 
36 acres in Ulster, and a decrease of 651 acres in Connaught. 

Cabbage . — The area of cabbage in 1907 was 38,259 acres, a 
decrease of 2,579 acres as compared with the year 1906. There 
was a decrease of 315 acres in Leinster, of 1,027 acres in Mun- 
ster, of 746 acres in Ulster, and of 491 acres in Connaught. 

Minor Green Crops — There was an increase in carrots of 22 
acres, a decrease in beet-root of 91 acres, in parsnips of 157 
acres, in vetches of 806 acres, and in rape of 195 acres. “ Other 
green crops,” i.e., such as are not specified among the foregoing, 
increased by 1,574 acres.

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Flax . — The area under flax amounted to 59,659 acies, as com- 
pared with 55,189 acres in 1906, an increase of 4,470 acres, or 
8T per cent. 

Fruit . — The area under fruit in 1907 amounted to 11,449 
acres, an increase of 847 acres or 8 0 per cent. The increase 
was 722 acres in Ulster, 89 acres in Leinster, 21 acres in Munster; 
and 15 acres in Connaught. 

Hat. 

The total area of hay in 1907 was returned at 2,2.81,318 acres, a 
decrease of 48,698 acres, or 2T per cent, as compared with 1906. 
This decrease has taken place chiefly in the area of hay from 
permanent meadow including grass lands which have been laid 
down for over three years, the area grazed increasing at the 
expense of the area mown. There was. also a small decrease in 
the area of first year’s hay, but a considerable increase in the 
area of second and third years’ hay. The following statement 
shows the area in 1906 and 1907 under the different classes of

POTATOES. 

Since 1880 an annual return has been made of the acreage 
of each variety of potato in Ireland. As 
Varieties of Potatoes, already stated, the acreage under potatoes 
in Ireland in 1907 was 550,998, as 
compared with 616,107 in the year 1906, showing a decrease of 
25,109 acres.

The main feature of this statement is that 54'4 per cent, of the 
acreage under the potato crop in Ireland consisted of Champions 
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leaving only 45 '6 per cent, for all other varieties — the percentage 
of some of these being so small as to be barely appreciable when 
put into figures. 

Since 1880 the Champion has constituted the main potato 
crop of the country. From the following table, however, it 
will also be observed that from 1891 to 1900 the proportion 
under Champions showed a gradual decline from 79'7 per cent, 
to 66*1 per cent. In 1901 the proportion showed a fractional 
increase to 66‘4 per cent., but has since fallen in 1902, to 
65 5 ; in 1903, to 63*7 ; in 1904, to 61'3; in 1905, to 58'9 ; in 
1906, to 56'0, and in 1907, to 54'4 per cent.

A reference to Table V., pages 38-39, where the acreage under 
potatoes is set out for each variety by counties and provinces 
and for the whole of Ireland, will show that in the counties of 
Carlow, Dublin, Kildare, Louth, Wicklow, Limerick, Antrim, 
Armagh, Donegal, Down, Londonderry, and Tyrone, there is less 
tendency to rely on Champions than in the other counties of 
Ireland. 


PRODUCE OF CROPS. 

# The estimating of the total produce of crops and of the average 
yield per statute acre of the several crops has been in 1907 more 
than usually difficult. This is due to the great irregularity in 
the yields of most crops in the past season, not only in different 
districts, but within the same districts. Generally speaking, on 
dry warm soils the yield has been very good, but on the other 
hand on heavy retentive lands and on boggy soils the yield 
has been much below the average, and in some parts, especially 
as regards potatoes a.nd roots, the crops have proved almost a total 
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failure. Such wide variations make the work of estimating the 
total produce and the average yield of very great difficulty. In 
1907, in addition to the estimates of the yield of crops furnished 
for 3,454 electoral divisions by the official enumerators of 
agricultural statistics and based on information obtained from a 
number of farmers within each electoral division, a very large 
number of weighed returns of representative crops has been ob- 
tained, and has afforded a valuable check on the ordinary estimate. 

Weather in 1907. — The year 1907 opened with three months 
in which the rainfall was considerably below the average, but 
April, May, June, July, and August were all abnormally wet 
and cold. September proved to be the driest month of the 
year, and the closing three weeks favoured those districts which 
were ready to secure the harvest. With the opening of Octo- 
ber wet weather again set in, and continued throughout the 
month, an abnormally high rainfall being registered. Broken 
weather continued throughout November and the first half of 
December. The feature of the season’s rainfall was thus its 
continuity. The number of rainy days and the absence of bright 
sunshine and drying winds at harvest time seriously affected the 
quality and yield of the crops.

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It will be seen, from the returns that in the case of the chief 
corn crops the yield has been on the whole average. Wheat’ and 
barley, which are grown chiefly in Leinster and Munster and on 
the drier soils of Ulster and Connaught, compare better with the 
average of recent years than oats and rye, the yields of which in 
the northern and western districts were much lower than usual. 
Potatoes, turnips, and mangels, are all considerably below average, 
the very unfavourable season in Ulster having affected most 
seriously the yield of the root crops. The yield of flax is also below 
the average. Hay shows on the whole a crop above the average 
in bulk, but the quality of a great part of the crop has not been 
up to the usual standard. 


Corn Crops. 

Wheat . — The average rate of produce of wheat per statute 
acre in 1907 is estimated at 18'6 cwts. — the yield, taking the 
whole country, being fully up to the average. The area under 
the crop was 38,143 acres, as compared with 43,880 acres in 1906. 
The total yield of wheat is estimated at 709,823 cwts., as com- 
pared with 817,859 cwts. in 1906. In some districts very high 
yields were obtained. Both in Leinster and in Munster the crop 
was above the average, but in Ulster and in Connaught the yields 
were below the usual crop. 

Oats . — The average rate of produce per statute acre in 1907 is 
estimated at 16'0 cwts., as compared with 16 7 cwts. in 1906. The 
average in the Provinces of Leinster and Munster was 18'2 cwts. 
and 18'6 cwts. respectively, whereas in Olster the yield fell to 
14'4 cwts., and in Connaught to 13'7 cwts. On the drier soils and 
Where the crop was sown early and harvested during the favourable 
weather of the closing three weeks of September the yields were 
frequently above the average, but on the low lying wet soils 
where sowing and harvesting were seriously delayed the yield has 
been very small. The area under oats in 1907 was 1,075,390 
acres, as compared with 1,076,310 acres in 1906. The total 
produce of the oat crop in Ireland is estimated at 17,165,791 
cwts. in 1907, as compared with 17,928,777 cwts. in 1906. 

Barley . — The average rate of produce per statute acre in 1907 
is estimated at 17'6 cwts., as compared with 17’5 cwts. in 1906. 
The yield is fully up to the average of the preceding 10 years. 
The crop in many places suffered much from lodging, and the 
quality and colour ol the grain were seriously affected by the damp 
state of the atmosphere during harvest. In common with the 
other cereals this year barley shows a large percentage of screen- 
ings. The area under barley in 1907 was 170,246 acres, as com- 
pared with 176,435 acres in 1906. The total produce of the 
barley crop is estimated at 2,997,901 cwts. in 1907, as compared 
with 3,090,481 cwts. in 1906. 

. -% e - — Ry e » which is chiefly grown in parts of Connaught and 
m certain districts of Ulster, shows a return of 13'5 cwts. to the 
statute acre as compared with 13 8 cwts. in 1906. The area

under rye in 1907 was 8,868 acres as compared with 10,348 acres 
in 1906. The total produce of the rye crop in 1907 is estimated 
at 119,904 cwts. as compared with 142,625 cwts. in 1906. 

Green Crops. 

Potatoes . — The yield of potatoes shows a fall from an average 
of 4'3 tons per statute acre in 1906 to 3’8 tons this season, and 
is also considerably below the rate for the ten years, namely, 41 
tons. The falling off in the yield, even in the best cultivated 
and largest growing districts, is very noticeable, the county 
average in some cases being less by from 1 to 2 tons per acre than 
in the previous year. At the same time in several districts, 
especially where the soil is of a light porous description, and 
where spraying and thorough cultivation were practised, the 
yield has shown an increase over the past year. Weighed re- 
turns from many parts of the country show crops ranging from 
10 to 15 tons and even higher to the statute acre. On the other 
hand, they also show a large number of crops below 2 tons to 
the acre. In some districts the crop is a general failure. Nothing, 
however, is more remarkable in the potato crop than the wide 
variation in yield, and, given satisfactory tillage, the class of soi 
has been in the past season the dominant factor in determining 
yield. The falling-off in the produce of the crop occurs especially 
on heavy, low-lying lands where planting was delayed owing to 
the wet seed time, and where subsequently the sodden condition 
of the ground prevented the full development of the tubers. At 
the same time, while the crop has been a small one, it is generally 
reported that the proportion of diseased tubers is lower than 
usual. Also, though the proportion of small tubers is high and the 
total yield of the crop small, the quality of the crop has proved, 
considering the wetness of the season, surprisingly good. The 
area under potatoes in 1906 was 590,998 acres as compared with 
616,107 acres in 1906. The total produce of potatoes in 1907 is 
estimated at 2,246,488 tons as compared with 2,660,581 tons in 
1906. 

Twrnips and Mangels . — The yield of turnips and mangels in 
1907 is the lowest which has been obtained in Ireland since 
1903. 

The average yield of turnips for the whole of Ireland is 
estimated at 14-9 tons as compared with 17'8 tons in 1906, and 
with 15’8 tons, the average for the preceding ten years. No- 
where has the turnip crop suffered so severely as in Ulster. 
Both in Leinster and in Munster many good crops have been 
hfted. which have helped to secure an average yield in these 
Provinces. In Leinster the average is 17’3 as against 17'6 in 
1906, and in Munster 17'1 as against 17’8 in 1906. In Ulster 
the yield for the Province shows an average of 10'9 tons as com- 
parec. with 18'4 tons in 1906, and in Connaught the yield is 13'8 as 
compared with 16'3 tons in 1906. In many fields in Ulster and 

onnaught^ the turnip crop this season is a failure and is not 
woith raising. Even in Ulster, however, where the general 
average is lowest, there is a wide variation in the yield, some 
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fields weighing out as high as 30 tons to the statute acre. 
The total area under turnips in 1907 was 275,092 acres as com- 
pared with 278,367 acres in 1906. The total produce of the 
turnip crop is estimated at 4,095,710 tons as compared with 
4,955,596 tons in 1906. 

The yield of mangels in 1907 is estimated at 17'6 tons as com- 
pared with 20 tons in 1906. This crop is grown chiefly in 
Leinster and in Munster where the averages in 1907 were respec- 
tively 18'2 tons and 18'9 tons per statute acre, as compared with 
19'8 tons and 20'6 tons in 1906. The area under mangels in 
1907 was 67,100 acres as compared with 67,200 acres in 1906. 
The total produce of the mangel crop is estimated at 1,181,551 
tons in 1907 as compared with 1,342,550 tons in 1906. 


Flax. 

The average yield of scutched flax in 1907 is estimated at 312 
stones per statute acre as compared with 34'9 stones in 1906. 

On dry and well cultivated soils a good return has been obtained, 
but on the heavy and wet lands the crop came up weakly and did 
not reach any bulk. There are wide variations in yields, which 
in some cases were as high as 50 stones, and in other cases fell as 
low as 10 stones to the statute acre. In some' fields the crop has 

been not even worth the cost of pulling. The total area under 
flax in 1907 was 59,659 acres as compared with 55,189 acres in 
1906. The total yield of flax is estimated at 1,863,482 stones as 
compared with an estimated yield of 1,923,916 stones in 1906.

As in 1906, returns have been obtained of the yields of first 
year, of second and third years, and of hay from permanent 
meadow including all lands which have been in grass for over 
three years. The yield of hay in 1907 was higher than in 1906, 
hut in general the quality was not so good. Weighed returns 
indicate a wide range of from 1 to lijr tons to as high as 3^ and 
even 4 tons per statute acre. The saving of first and second crop 
hay was greatly helped by the spell of bright weather in July, 
especially in the Midland and Southern areas. The total quantity 
Of first year’s hay in 1907 is estimated at 1,118,672 tons as com- 
pared with 1,100,177 tons in 1906. The yield from second and 
third year’s hay is estimated at 612,914 tons as compared with 
457,254 tons in 1906. On permanent meadows there was a heavy 
yield of grass, but considerable difficulty was found in saving the 
crop which in many cases has been damaged by over exposure. 
The total yield of hay in 1907 from meadow which has been m 
grass for three years and over is estimated at 3,442,360 tons as 
compared with 3,369,978 tons in 1906.

LIVE STOCK, 

The revised live stock figures are presented in Table VII. 
There was a decrease in tho total number of horses and asses, 
and in the number of mules and jennets. There was an increase 
in the total number of cattle, there being an increase in the 
number of milch cows, and a decrease in the number of other 
cattle. There was an increase in the number of sheep and pigs, 
and a decrease in the number of goats. There was also a large 
increase in the number of poultry.

The following are the chief particulars as regards the different 
classes of live stock : — 

Horses, Mules, and Asses. — The total number of horses 
amounted to 596,144 in 1907 as compared with 604,413 in 1906, 
a decrease of 8,269. There was a decrease of 992 in Leinster, of 
2,461 in Munster, of 2,771 in Ulster, and of 2,045 in Connaught. 
Mules and jennets amounted to 29,791 in 1907 as compared with 
30,967 in 1906, a decrease of 1,176. Asses amounted to 237,540 
in 1907 us compared with 243,669 in 1906, a decrease of 6,129. 

Cattle . — The total number of cattle amounted to 4,676,493 in 
1907 as compared with 4,638,924 in 1906, an increase of 37,569. 
There was an increase of 15,191 in Leinster, of 17,002 in Munster, 
and of 20,132 in Connaught, and a decrease of 14,756 in Ulster. 
The number of milch cows, including heifers in calf, was 1,561,463 
in 1907 as compared with 1,496,284 in 1906, an increase of 65,179. 
There were increases in all the provinces. The other cattle were : — 
Two years old and upwards, 1,040,262 ; one year old and under 
two years, 999,665 ; under one year, 1,075,103, in 1907, as com- 
pared with 1,058,681, 1,000,343, and 1,083,616, respectively, in 
1906. 

Sheep . — The total number of sheep amounted to 3,816,609 in 
1907 as compared with 3,714,832 in 1906, an increase of 101,777. 
There was an increase of 59,319 in Leinster, of 10,715 in Munster, 
of 23,727 in Ulster, and of 8,016 in Connaught. 
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Pigs. — The total number of pigs amounted to 1,317,068 in 
1907 as compared with 1,244,193 in 1906, an increase of 72,875. 
There was an increase of 25,837 in Leinster, of 47,356 in Munster, 
and of 11,836 in Connaught ; and a decrease of 12,154 in Ulster, 

Goats. — The total number of goats amounted to 247,347 in 
1907 as compared with 267,342 in 1906, a decrease of 19,995. 
There was a decrease of 3,909 in Leinster, of 11,055 in Munster, 
of 4,662 in Ulster, and of 369 in Connaught. 

Poultry. — The total number of poultry amounted to 24,326,995 
in 1907. The number in Leinster was 5,097,778, in Munster 
5,570,226, in Ulster 9,267,446, and in Connaught 4,391,545. 
These figures show a great increase, especially in Ulster and 
M unster, as compared with 1906. It is probable that this increase 
is, in a great measure, due to a more complete record of young 
birds having been made in 1907. 

Bees. — Inquiries were made as in previous years regarding the. 
number of stocks and the production of honey and wax in the 
season 1906-7. According to the returns the number of stocks 
on April 1st, 1907, amounted to 27,642, of which 17,502, were in 
hives having moveable combs, and 10,140 in other hives. 

Further particulars regarding crops and live stock, and 
statistics of the number and extent of holdings in 1907, will be 
presented in the Detailed Agricultural Statistics.
